ciples of his own, purfuing herein his own former method, In 
which, fome years ago, he publifht an entire Euclid in 8°. 

Befides, this Edition contains a new Verfion of Archimedes his 
Lemmata, which were not formerly publifii’t with the reft of Ar¬ 
chimedes's Works; though to be found in Formers Mifcellanies,and 
at the end of Job. Alph, Borellh Edition of the three latter Books 
of Apollonius’ s Conicks.

Mathematical Exereifes. The 
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The Stationer that hath printed this, 'Robert Scot , intends to re¬ 
print the above-mention’d Euclid , as a part of another Volume of 
the Ancients, in the laid Method; therefidue of which Vol ume may 
be an abridgment of Pappus, Screnm, and the three latter Eooks of

ut exploratum habeat, quid cuique flag# conveniat , quid repugnetjkc.

It is but half an Age, or in frefli memory, fmee Improvements in 
Husbandry began to have any name, or to bear any credit in Eng¬ 
land. Sir Hugh Elat had a long and tedious task, and fpent many 
years in Pleas, Defences, Apologies, So licitations, Printing and 

Reprinting 
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Reprinting many Trafts/before the Husbandry would ftirr, Eut 
by Importunities and Perfcverance at iaft he prevailed lo farr, that 
in molt County’s they were convinced, and began to fee,and tafie, 
and enjoy the publique benefir. And after our difmal Wars broke 
out, in the intervals, fotne were by neceffity conftrain’d to leek 
out all advantages they could hear of, and fome had great oppor¬ 
tunities for any hopeful or famous Effays. And thus, on a fucdcr. 
the humor and fpiric of a People is alter’d. Books of Husbandry 
are fold off as faft as thePrefs can print them. Sir Hugh Plats Car¬ 
den, and Jeveel Houfe ; Hartltbs Legacy, Lees, apart, and Silk¬ 
worms ; Gab.Plats 5 Sir Rich.WeJlons Husbandry of Flanders', Capt. 
Blith $ Any thing that feem’d new and probable: And all our Old 
Georgical Writers are called to a New accompr. Tujfers old rimes 
are fetch’t out of the grave and dull; and happy he,who had got¬ 
ten Surfiets Country-farm, largely extra&edoucof Charles Stevens , 
JohnLiebault, Senes, Vinet, all French; A iby ter 10 the Spaniard, 
and Gryllt the Italian ; all revived, and en’argea by Ma>kham. The 
next, in old efteem, was Gcoges noble Heresbachius, and many 
Writers of Gardens, Orchards and Bees. But of Bees never any 
fo accurately and philofophically as Learned Samuel Purchas in his 
Theater of Political Flying InfeSs, efpecially Bees: Where we may 
fee the moft diligent, both of the ancient and modern, many times 
over-refuted by fatisfying Experiments and ocular demonftrati- 
ons. 

Of thefe, Hartlibs Legacy and Sir Rich. Wefions Husbandry of 
Brabant , carried thegreateft efteemand prevalency in thefe days 5 
each ofthemfoon cominirg abroad in a fourth Edition,with amend¬ 
ments and additions. By all which helps and improvements, the 
Soyl aod Agriculture of England was very much enriched , above 
what it was in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth. 

Since his Majefties Return, the Judicious have defined to fee the 
feveral kinds and improvements in Husbandry,as now they fucceed 
beft in the feveral parts of England, chiefly from the remoteft part?, 
Eaft and Weft, South and North; from the Champian Counties, 
and the Vale of Efomfcom Wales and all the Borders of Wales \ ho¬ 
ping alfo to receive,in time,a good accomp: from Scotland, Ireland, 
and the Northern parts of America. 

For, ’tisobferv’d, that there is great variety of Soyls in England, 
differing kindsofAgriculture,and that our ver^Catte),Oxen,Cows, 
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Sheep, Swine, yea and (if well heeded) our Horfes, do differ,in e« 
very of our Provinces, in fliape, colour, or force other property. 

And firft, the Public is obliged to J, B. Gent, for the Syftem or 
My(i ery of Husbandry, and to Mr. lie a for many confiderab'.e Ex¬ 
periments : One of them (as I take it) from the Borders of Wales . 

For the foregoing reafons, I fhall extract our Author more pun¬

2. His Experiences for the time, and beft way of taking, or¬ 
dering, feeding, breeding, cboofing, teaching,and curing of Singing- 
birds; for Cages, Rooms, or Aviaryes 5 for Glofes,Parks,Hedges 
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orChamber-windows,$i. The Nightingale, 53. The Wood-lark, 
73. The bed feafonof taking the Nightingale,and Wood-lark,&c. 
76. The Sky-!ark, 80. The Throdle of feveral kinds, 87. Robin 
Redbreaft, the King of Singing-birds, 94, The Jenny Wren, 97. 
The Titlark, 99, The red Start, 100. The Hedge fparrow, 103, 
ThefolitarySparrow, 103. The Black-bird, 105. Thefe are all 
called the [oft-beaked Birds, ic 6 . The hard-beaked Birds, which 
feed upon Seeds, are. The Canary-birds, 107. How to bread them 
here, no, &c. How they breed them in Germany, r 12. The Lin¬ 
net, 117. The Gold-finch, 122. The Chaff-finch, 125, The Green¬ 
finch, 126. The peculiar difeafes incident to each kind, t 3 2.How 
many years each kind willfing, or live, and where bed for Har¬ 
mony, 133. In thefecuriofities he is more then ordinarily curi¬ 
ous and large, from 51, to 136. 

3. He notes it pag 136, to be very obfervable,that no Animal 
befides Birds, can learn, or, by any means, be taught to fpeak, or to 
imitate a mans voice: We may add, Nor yet to imitate, and much 
lefs to emulate Mans Tinging, or any mufic made by man. As our 
Author records a hot and continued contention between a Gentle¬ 
man of his Acquaintance, and a Nightingale free in a Grove, for 
the victory in Tinging, 79 ; which dory fupports the credit of the 
eld contention between the Nightingale and the Lutenid, celebrated 
in the Elegant Poefie of lamtama Strada. And the famous Lord 
Peyreske gave his vote,fas Gafh'endtu tells us ) for the mufic of Birds 
above any Harmony that man can make. And the mufic of Birds 
is then Tweeted, when they are Tree, and at full liberty, (and cannot 
complain of redraint) in a Grove; and where they can choofe 
their Conforts, and the places, and podures of approach or di¬ 
dance, and with choice of Echoes, as our Author noted in the 
Nightinga’s and Wood-larks, two Nightingals to two Wood larks, 
79. And we have not Teen any Animals more fondly loving to 
Mankind, than Birds. And it Teems eafie to tame Birds to refort 
to what Groves we pleafe, (and Tome have performed it;) there to 
build their Neds, and to breed up their young, only being fumifh- 
ed with fit materials at hand: And for fuch as cannot bearourWin* 
ter, or our Summer, they may in feafon be invited into clean c-r- 
clofures. And when at liberty, they may be confined to one Grove 
or Thicket adorned 'with fragrant and health-breathing Trees; and 
affrighted from fruitful Groves, where they arc hurtful; though 
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neither be many furlongs diftant from each other, nor from the 
Lords Manfion. 

Neither is there fcarce any Animal fo fierce, but may be tamed 
byMufic, or by fome other way of Cicuration ; mo ft of them for 
Human ufe.For proof of which, I referr to two ingenuous Chapters, 
the %th chapt. of Mujic, and the nth of The Art of taming wild 
Beafis , in the brief Treatift of Human lndufiry,ox Of Human Wit; 
which deferves to be corrected, and reprinted, and continually 
augmented, as Arts grow on; fo that this Treatife may grow on, as 
Diftionaries have grown to more perfedtion. Thefe are for words 
and difcourfes ; That for Realities, Arts, and Sciences. 

Since the moft furious of Mankind, and the fierceft of other A- 
nimals maybe tam’d byMufic (as is there inftanced chapS.j and 
fince the Crocodile, Serpents, Fiflies, and Sea-monfters may be 
made fond and ferviceable to Mankind, (as is copioufly there in¬ 
ftanced chap, i r.) we may thence hope and prefume, that the Ci¬ 
curation of all Animals in the Groves and Woods, in the Wildemefs, 
Seas and Rivers,may hereafter come into more efteem,and into more 
general ufeand pradtife, than now it is ; and more compleatly to 
aflertMans dominion over this whole Globe, than hitherto is at¬ 
tained. 

Andthatthisdifciplineis notavery Novelty, but (of old)be- 
longing to Agriculture, according to the ftaunch method of learn¬ 
ed Varro, when he was 8 o years old; we have his teftimony I.3. de 
re rujlicd , c. 13. Quintus Orphea -jocari jujjit , qui cum eo venifiet cum 
fold , & cithard, & cant are ejfet jujfus, buccinam infiavit, ubi taut a 
circumfiuxit nos cervorum , aprorum , & cater arum quadrupedum mul¬ 
titude y ut non minus formofummihi vifum (it (fetfaculum, qudm in cir- 
to maximo adilium non fine Africans befliis ciimfiunt venationes. 

And/.3. c. 17. he gives us the like teftimony of the obedience 
and attention of Fiflies ro the Pipe. Quosproindepifces (faith the 
Interlocutor) ut facrifint, ac fanttiores , qudm illi in Lydia, quos fa- 
erijicanti tibi , Varro, ad tibicinem Gracum gregatim venifie dicebas 
ad extremum lift us, atque aram ; quod eos caper e auderet nemo. ---Sic 
hos pifees nemo cocus in jus vocare audet. 

’Tis not now for our credit, to loofe any ground or footing of 
the Dominion,which our Anceftors long fince acquired.’Tis a noble 
Work, and work enough for fome ages to come. Statius Sylvarum 
l.2.Leo manjitetus Imp. reports the tamenefs and couragious fervice- 
ablenefsof Vomitians huge Lion: ffjjju'd 
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Quid quod ab 'tre domo, rurfufque in claujlra reverti 
Suetui, & a captdjam fponte recedere pr<edd y 
Jnfertdfque nunut Utodimittere morfu, &c. 

Our American Colonies are concern’d for the one, and for the o- 
ther; for the taming of Man and Beafts ; both the Savages,and the 
Wildernefles. And fome have a peculiar faculty and promptnefs 
for both. But to tame the wild and favage Man, is the hardeft task, 
as Xenophon faith, pdfiov apx^j» t**v ; and as Seneca , 

XitUum ejl animal homine rnorofm, aut majore arte traitandum. Yet 
we hear. That the Savages in many parts, tor a good guft: in dreffing 
the Venifon which they have taken, and for other uncoftly gratifi¬ 
cations, will prove better hunters, then our beft Kennels 5 and very 
ferviceable upon theboldeft and moft difficult adventures on the 
Land, or in the Water. And as thofe Singing-birds fin the opini¬ 
on of fomej are tamed to beft purpofe, which are free, and at call, 
in the Groves; fo alfoare thofe Savages tamed beft, who tafte the 
trueft freedom in Civil Government, and Civil Manners, in good 
Difcipiine, and in a life of agreeable delights, and reafonable fa- 
tisfaftion. This were to retrive the prudence of the old Romans, 
whilft they raifed their Empire: Then they reclaimed more Barba¬ 
rians by their ingenious Civilities, than they fubdued byoppreffi- 
on and force , as is gravely teftified by Salujl. But, when they 
became unnatural by their luxury and divifions,then they fuffered 
the Inundations, and fell under the feet of Barbarians* 

And no Treat can be more fafe, innocent, and effeftual for an un¬ 
reclaim’d people, to reduce them to apply their ears to the bed do¬ 
cuments, thanMufic; Sometimes to make their Wildernefs eccho 
with the Trumpet, Cornet, and loudeft Mufick ; Sometimes to 
cheerupall withthemerry Flagellate, Flute, Fife,and Pipe : And 
when the game is ended, to frneten all with the Lute, Harps, and 
Violins;
